NOT OF A SERIOUS NATURE 


Flaws Not Such as to Render the Law 


Ineffective. Though 
It Is Believed 


That Congress W ill Find It Expe­ 


dient to Change It— Long and Short 


Haul Provisions Criticised. 


Washington, 
Ju n e 
29.— Although 
none of the provisions of the new in­ 
terstate commerce laws will take ef­ 
fect until Aug. 18, witn the exception 
of the sections empowering the com 
mission to suspend for a period of ten 
months proposed increases in rates 
pending decision as to their reason­ 
ableness and that authorizing the pres­ 
ident to appoint a commission to in­ 
vestigate questions pertaining to tile 
issuance of stocks and bonds by rail­ 
roads, the experts of the commission ' 
are already engaged in a study of the J 
new law. 
They agree that congress 
has taken a material step forward in 
the regulation of common carriers and 
that the am* ndments and new features 
contained in the law w ill be found 
beneficial. 
In some respects however, congress, 
in the judgment of these experts, has 
not gone th* full length, and, in this 
respect, they are inclined to criticise 
the provisions relating to the long and 
short haul provision and the section 
requiring railroads to furnish shippers 
a written statement of the rate upon 
a contemplated shipment. These were 
regarded ; n.ong the more important 
features of the new law. 
As one of 
the experts of the commission con­ 
strued them, Git* long and short haul 
se; tion is strong in prohibiting a rail­ 
road from charging more for a shorter 
than for a 
longer distance, but is 
weakened by two provisos, one per­ 
mitting the railroads in special cases 
to charge less for a longer than a 
short haul when the consent of the 
commission can be obtained, and the 
second continuing 
in force for six 
months rates now existing, which per­ 
mits the railroads to place in effect 
lower rates for a long than for a short 
haul pending the determination by the 
commission of the applications of the 
railroads to charge such rates.

TIME FREIGHT CARS. 


T r a c e d by H o u rly Reports the Who'e 
Length of Their Run. 
j 
A freight car Is essentially common 
property. 
It has to go from oat* line to 
another in the course of Its business. 
It has to carry loads from Jackson- 
j Ville, Fin., to Spokane. Wash.; from 
Choenix. Ari/,., to Augusta. Me. 
lf all 
I the freight cars in the United States 
were owned by one big company and 
lf that company charged the railroads 
for I In* exact amount of use which 
they made of each car the situation 
would theoretically bt* more reasonable 
than it is today. 
But iii any case Hie wanderings of 
freight cars will always entail an enor­ 
mous amount of labor with pen and 
pencil and telegraph key and typewrit­ 
er and long distance telephone, writes 
William Hurd in the Technical World 
Magazine. 
The modern hunter of freight cars 
Is not satisfied with knowing where 
all the cars on his own lines are tit the 
end of each d ay ’s run. 
Modern bush 
ness life lias become so rapid that in 
the case of certain kinds of freight it , 
Js necessary Jo know Just where each ' 
car Is every few hours. 
This kind of . 
freight is called time freight. 
Ordinary 
freight 
is 
dead 
freigiit. 
Time freight consists only of certain J 
materials. 
These materials run alpha­ 
betically all tile way from asbestus, 
through cranberries, egg case fillers. 
ink, peanuts and varnish, down to 
zinc. 
AII curs in time freight trains 
are reported by telegraph from all di­ 
vision points. 
You can stand in front of a big board 
on the wall—it is like the board iii a 
stockbroker’s office except that it has 
little holes in it—and watcli the prog 
ress of the cars in a time freigiit train 
from point to point. 
As the telegrams 
come in the pegs are moved from hole 
to hole. 
lf you started a carload of 
varnish from Chicago to Omaha last 
night you can come iti today and sec 
just where that car is. 
You can watch 
it till the way to Omaha on the board 
it is a cruel 
humiliation 
for the 
freight car. 
it used to lie a wild stray 
animal, bm now it is tamed and do­ 
mesticated 
Just tis we now have m u­ 
nicipal lodging houses for tramps, so 
we have telegraph record boards for 
freight cars 
Pretty soon nobody will 
lie able to escape from tin* authorities.

Twelve centuries of recorded art iu 
swordmakiug aud the uames of over 
10,000 in.ikes constitute the history of 
the sword in Japan. 
The Japanese blade, placed almost 
on a liar wit it the Damascus product 
in art and utility, differs from the 
Arabian weapon in one material detail 
of manufacture.
